stronghold. Three years ago, the 
Communists got 14 per cent of the 
vote.

Watermelons are among the most 
nutritious fruits, high in calories, 
and rich in minerals and vitamins. 
Though they seem to be chiefry 
delicious juice, actually they have 
a lower water content than aspar­ 
agus, celery, cucumbers and let­ 
tuce; and of all the vine crops, 
stand drouth the best. 
Watermelons are usually grown 
in hills, which may be as close to­ 
gether as three feet each way, in 
small gardens Such close spacing 
is likely to reduce the size of the 
fruits, and more room should be 
given where possible. Seeds should 
be sown in warm soil, and if the 
nights continue cold it may be de­ 
sirable to protect the young plants 
at first with waxed paper tents. 
Heavy fertilizing pays well with 
this crop. As much as a pint of 
balanced plant food may be mixed 
well with the soil beneath each hill 
several days before the seed is 
planted. Or use a shovel of well 
rotted manure, and half 3 pint of 
plant food. Sow ten seeds to the 
hill and thin out to the two strong­ 
est plants that develop. 
Do not harvest watermelons until 
they are ripe, as they improve in 
flavor very little after they are 
picked It takes some study to de­ 
termine when a melon is ripe, with­ 
out ’ plugging'’ it. Thumping is one 
test, ripe melons giving a dead flat

sound, green ones a ringing sound. 
The color of the spot where the 
melon lay on the ground usually 
changes from greenish white to 
yellow as it ripens. 
The same insects and diseases 
that attack muskmelons and cu­ 
cumbers may attack the water­ 
melon. If your garden has grown 
watermelons at any time during 
the last five years, a wilt resistant 
variety should be used.

I NECKED 
D ie squash vine borer is one of 
the most destructive insect cnemic 
of squashes in this region. Potential­ 
ly it is so troublesome that every 
vegetable grower should know and 
{wart ice effective prevention 
and 
control measures 
Success in this 
task calls for know ledge of the pest’s 
general habits, its life cycle, and rite 
vulnerable points in its behavior 
D ie feeding borer is about an inch 
in length when fully grown, white 
with a dark brown head D ie p ir- 
ent or adult form is a small tai. to 
brownish moth that appears in late 
June and eaTlv July, the female de­ 
positing her eggs on the under sides 
of squash leaves, on leaf stems, and 
on the basal portion of the vine in 
six to 15 days these hatch into tiny 
grubs which soon burrow directly 
into the fleshy vine and start feed­ 
ing or burrowing within the vine 
outward toward the tip D us is the 
actual borer 
After feeding inside 
the vine four to six weeks the fulls 
grown borer emerges, burrows about 
two inches into the soil and spins 
a cocoon in which it remains d o r­ 
m ant over winter. In late May or 
early June it pupates and tran s­ 


forms into the egg-laying 
moth 
again. There is but one generation 
or brood each year. 
Usually the first signs of borer 
ravages are seen in squash vine tips 
wilting suddenly. Closer inspection 
then reveals the hole where the 
borer entered the vine base, often 
surrounded by telltale cuttings. At 
this stage the culprit is not very 
far from the place of its entry. 
Prevention and control measures 
may be set forth in six simple but 
im portant practical measures. These 
are: 
I. Plant a few hills or Hubbard or 
other vigorous winter squashes near 
the garden or where the m ain crop is 
to grow’ 
These should be started 
a week to two weeks earlier so they 
may serve .solely as “trap" plants. 
Borers will infest these instead of 
the regular and slightly later plants. 
When the trap plants are fully in­ 
fested Hie!' should be pulled up and 
burned. 
2 Inspect squash plants to dis­ 
cover the borer as soon as it enters 
the fleshy portion of the vine D ien 
slit the vine at that point with a 
safety razor blade and remove the 
invader It is advisable to cover the 
wounded portion with soil to induce
